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Remarks 

Applicant notes with appreciation that that the Examiner has identified Claims 2-14, 17- 
21, 26-42, 44, 45, 49-54 and 56-59 as being directed to allowable subject matter. Claim 22 is 
rejected. Reconsideration of the above referenced application in view of the enclosed 
amendment and remarks is requested. Claim 22 is canceled. Pending claims 2-14, 17-21 26-42, 
44-45, 49-54 and 56-59 remain in the application. 

ARGUMENT 

35 V.S.C. S 103 Rejections; 

Claim 22 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US Patent 
Application Publication 2004/0006621 to Bellinson et al. in view of U.S. Patent Application 
Publication 2002/0124252 to Schaefer et al. Claim 22 is canceled. Thus, all remaining claims in 
the Application are allowable and should be permitted to issue at the earliest possible time.
